lanta Building Owners’ and Man- 
agers’ Association, when C. F. Pal- 
mer, of Palmer, Inc., gave a first 


hand account of the Washington gath- 
ering which he attended as vice presi- 
dent of the national association. 

The Friday night meeting here was 
said to be the first local conference 
in the United States called for the 
purpose of putting into actual practice 
the plans formulated by the leaders 
of the nation’s industry to stimulate 
trade along all lines and to prevent 
any possible business “hysteria.”

Christian Rakowsky was recalled from 
his ambassadorial post by the Moscow 
authorities for siding with the Trot- 
sky opposition.

Istrati 
went away an enthusiastic admirer of 
the first proletarian state. He is 
back today in Paris, a totally disillu- 
sioned man, but still a revolutionary. 
He has not written the blistering in- 
dictment of the bolshevik bureaucracy 
“to furnish arms to the bourgeoisie,” 
he writes. “For if ever Russia is 
attacked we will all spring to her res- 
cue,” he adds. Istrati charges the 
officials in Russia, from Kalenine 
down, with “murdering the greatest 
ideal ever conceived on earth,” and he 
cites a host of instances that clearly 
estabfish his points. The thing that 
excited Istrati’s indignation most of 
all is the lack of human kindness

Defense. 


The French war minister has made 
a long explanation before parliament of 
the new measures of defense, adopted 
for the country’s eastern frontiers. In® 
answer to sharp criticism he declared 
that the real defense of a country lies 
in the morale of the soldier. And, he 
added, that morale has always been 
magnificent in the case of the French. 
True, as this statement may sound, it 
must undergo considerable qualifica- 
tion in respect to the future. Not 
that the personal heroism of the poilu 
is likely to diminsh. But his morale 
and that of any other soldier is mag- 
nificent only so long as dangers and 
horrors of war concern him personally. 
His morale begins to waver and final- 
ly breaks down: completely when he 
knows those he left behind to be in 
danger. The war furnished some con- 
vineing instances of this. Ip a hypo- 
thetical war of the future, we are told 
by all sorts of experts, civilian popu- 
lations will be as much involved as 
line regiments. Hostile air fleets will 
recognize no front. Cities will be 
destroyed in terrific aerial bombard- 
ments and the morale at the front will 
break down. Forts, many experts 
are agreed, are no longer of any use, 
pretty soon even the infantry will be 
no guarantee. Security dwindles to a 
minimum. This is one way of looking 
at it. The other is this: real secur- 
ity, total security for countries like 
France and the whole world lies in 
disarmament, and in the development 
of a universal spirit among the peo- 
ples. The real defenders of their 
countries and of peace are the men 
charged with foreign relations. Good 
wil] and a desire for peace are strong- 
er defense than forts of steel. and 
cannon.

BLACK SAYS RULING 
CONTRARY TO LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(?)— 
The legality of the decision 
Alabama state democratic committee 
to bar from the next party primary 
candidates who failed to support the 
national ticket last year was chal- 
lenged today by Senator Black, demo- 
crat, Alabama. 

The decision .would exclude Sena- 
tor Heflin, of Alabarha, from running 
for renomination on the democratic 
ticket when he comes up for re-elec- 
tion next year but Senator Black, in 
a formal statement, made no reference 
to his colleague. 

While questioning the legality of 
the committee action, Black said the 
“courts should not be called upon to 
settle a question upon which there can 
be no reasonable grounds for disagree- 
ment.” 

“It is a_ situation,” he added. 
“which calls for the best thought and 
action of all democrats who respect 
the ancient rights of citizenship, and 
who love the traditions and princi- 
ples of the democratic party. 

“A study of the resolution adopted 
by the Alabama state democratic com- 
mittee convinced me that the major- 
ity has acted in contravention of ex- 
isting laws and statutes. The com- 
mittee, in my judgment, has no legal 
authority to adopt one rule of quali- 
fications for voters in the primary 
and another rule of qualifications for 
candidates in that primary. 

“The rule must uniform with 
reference to both. The law does not 
contemplate a _ specially privileged 
class to run for office and a subordi- 
nate class who can vote but not hold 
office. Citizenship carries with it the 
right of an electar to vote and hold 
office. An attempt to bridge the sa- 
cred rights of citizenship is funda- 
mentally un-American. it a citizen 
is barred as a candidate for political 
office as a party punishment, he must 
be barred as a voter. If barred as a 
voter he must be barred as a candi- 
date. 

“This is clearly provided in section 
612 of the Alabama eode 1923, limit- 
ing the authority of the committee on 
this subject, as follows: 

**All persons who are qualified elec- 
ters under the general election laws 
of this state, shall have the right to 
participate in such primary elections, 
subject to such political or other qual- 
ifications as may be prescribed for its 
candidates.” 

“This law is not ambiguous. It is 
plain. It means what it says. A rule 
which bars a candidate bars a voter, 
and vice versa.” 


LOCKE CAMPAIGN 
OFFICIALLY OPENED. j 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 20.— 
(?)—The independent candidacy of 
Hugh A. Locke, Birmingham, attorney 
for governor of Alabama took definite 
shape at a meéting here tonight of 
supporters from'a majority of the 67 
counties in Alabama. 

Locke, with Senator J. Thomas Hef- 
lin, senior Alabama _ senator, were 
barred last Monday by the state dem- 
ocratic executive committee from be- 
coming a candidate in the regular dem- 
ocratic primary next Angust. The

It was designed for use by high gov- 
ernment officials, and especially was 
used by F. Trubee Davison, assistant 
secretary of war for aviation. Repre- 
sentative Kaynor had secured war de- 
partment authorization for the flight. 

His-secretary, who also lives in 
Springfield, and is survived by a wife 
and three children, accepted an invit:- 
tion to make the flight, as did Mc- 
-Gill, who originally had intended to 
fly to Boston yesterday with Repre- 
sentatives Martin and Foss, of Massa- 
chusetts. McGill was to have been 
married in January and was going to 
Boston to spend Christmas with his 
fiancee. 

Crack Pilot. 

Captain Dinger, a crack army pilot 
and one with the greatest experience 
with transport ships, was assigned as 
pilot, with Kuzma, an army private, 
as mechanic. The plane was warming 
up this morning when the party reach- 
ed the field. ‘The three men were as- 
signed to their places, given ‘para- 
chutes with instructions how to use 
them, and then were strapped in with 
safety belts. 

Captain Dinger tried out the mo- 
tors, pronounced “everything is fine,” 
and took off southward down the field 
in the face of a 25-mile wind. Eye 
witnesses said the plane left the 
ground easily, climbed steadily until 
about 300 feet up, and then started 
on a left turn. 

Those first to reach the scene found 
all of the five men dead. The en- 
gines were buried about three feet 
in the ground and the Fokker plane 
was badly smashed. The bodies were 
moved to the field clinic and As- 
sigtant Secretary Davison, who was 
hurriedly summoned, directed that an 
inquiry be made. He issued this state- 
ment later: 

“A board of officers has been ap- 
pointed by Major Howard C. David- 
son, commanding officers of Bolling 
field, to look into the causes of the 
disaster. At this time there is no 
definite knowledge as to how it oc- 
curred. 

“We do know, however, that, every 
possible safety precaution was taken 
before the plane left the ground. I 
have evidence that proper inspection 
was made of the engines, all three of 
which were tested and warmed up for 
about 20 minutes before the flight 
started. So far as the plane itself 
is concerned I am equally satisfied 
that the controls were properly in- 
spected, also the transport only re- 
cently came back from the factory 
where it received a thorough over- 
haul. 

“Lieutenant L. M. Merrick, opera- 
tions officer at Bolling field, saw to 
it that the passengers were properly 
seated. He personally secured the 
safety belts and saw to it that para- 
chutes were worn. 


“He also went toward the pilot’s 


compartment and asked. Captain Dir 
ger if the three motors were_func- 
tioning well to which Captain Dinger 
replied: “Everything is fine.” Lieu- 
tenant Merrick further stated that he 
listened to the motors as they were 
being warmed up and that they seem- 
ed to run smoothly. 

“From the evidence at hand, Cap- 
tain Dinger. who had more experi- 
ence in piloting tri-motored transports 
than any other “pilot in the army air 
corps, took off in a southerly direc- 
ion into a 25-mile an hour wind, 
climbed to what seemed to be 300 
feet, turned northward when, accord- 
ing to eyewitnesses, the plane began 
to fall. The accident occurred so 
quickly at such a* low altitude that 
no one had a chance to jump.” 

News of the accident saddened the 
house, which adjourned out of re 
spect for Mr. Kaynor, who was serv- 
ing his first term but had made him- 
self popular. He only recently had 
been appointed to the military com- 
mittee.

MONTELIMAR, France, Dec. 20. 
(/)—Emile. Loubet, former president 
of France, died at 9:35 p. m. He 
was 91 years of age, 


The statesman was conscious to the 
last, althengh for hours he had been 
in such agony .that his physicians had 
said that he could not live long. 

At the bedside when death came 
were his son, Paul; his daughter, 
Mme. De Saint Prix, and his physi- 
cian, Dr. Albert. 

Dr. Albert, however, told 
papermen that M. Loubet had  suf- 
fered from no special disease. “His 
light was just extinguished by old 
age,’’ the physician said. - 

M. Loubet had often been’ called a 
symbol of the French bourgeoisie and 
an apostle of peace. During the seven 
years he served as first magistrate of 
France he was the arbiter of some of 
the keenest and most acrimonious re- 
ligious and political dissensions which 
have shaken the third republic. The 
Dreyfas affair, the expulsion of the

59 VESSELS GROPE

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(#)—A 
new record for incoming vessels was 
set in the New York harbor today 
as 59 ships, most of them fog-bound 
outside the channel for from 12 to 
48 hours, proceeded to their piers as 
a stiff west wind partially. lifted the 
heavy fog which had paralyzed ship- 
ping for days. 

The previous record of 57 ships 
docking in a day was set on January

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TOBE PUT UPTO LOWRY 


Sheriff and Commission Will 
Decide on Proposed Cut 
be to 24 Men. 


Whether or not the number of 
bailiff's and sheriff's deputies now 
serving in the superior courts and the 
city court will be reduced from 40 to 
24 must be determined by the ong 
commissioners and Sheriff James 
Lowry, the judges said Friday after 
a meeting at which the reduction was 
considered. 

The proposed reduction was voted 
by the county commission Wednesday 
as a means of cutting down the coun- 
ty’s expenses. 

*There now are 24 bailiffs and 16 
sheriff's deputies giving service in the 
eourts. The ju at their meeting 
Friday took the stand that they can 
operate their courts with the full 
quota of 24 bailiffs but do not know 
whether or not the sheriff can carry 
out his duties in the courts with a 
reduced number of nfen. A resolu- 
tion, suggesting that the county com- 
mission take up the reduction with 
the sheriff, was adopted. It follows: 

“Copy of resolution to the effect 
that the judges of the superior court 
had heretofore stated to the finance 
committee that the courts of Fulton 
county could operate and function 
with the services of 24 bailiffs, and 
that the number of bailiffs now serv- 
ing could be reduced to that number, 
having been received? we wish to state 
that the finance committee evidently 
misunderstood the statement of the 
judges. 

“It is true that the courts may op- 
erate with the services of only 24 
men in the courtrooms, but our un- 
derstanding of the statement of the 
judges, as made by the spokesman, 
the senior judge of this court, was 
that it would be advisable for us to 
retain the officers now serving in the 
courts, numbering 24, but that if the 
commissioners should see fit to reduce 
this number in spite of our recommen- 
dation, we would undertake to operate 
the courts with fewer officers serving 
in the courthouse. It was stated that 
it would be impossible for us, as 
judges, to advise the commissioners as 
to how many men the sheriff would 
need for outside work and services, 
and we suggested that the finance 
committee confer with the sheriff as 
to the number of men he would need 
on the outside, 

“We repeat our recommendation 
that the 24 bailiffs now serving in the

L. Duggan, state superintendent of 
schools. 

A conference of the state heads of 
civic organizations, including the Ro- 
tary, Kiwanis and, Lions Clubs, the 
Federation of -Women’s Clubs and 
others will be called by Dr. Duggan 
at his office for January 2. 

Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, of the 
federal bureau of education, and pos- 
sibly a representative of the Julius 
Rosenwald Foundation, which has 
offered to give $1 for every $2 raised 
in the state for the purpose, will at- 
tend the- meeting. 

Through the co-operation of the 
civie organizations it is hoped that 
a strong public sentiment favoring the 
move will be created. The actual work 
of raising the funds will be in the 
hands of county education officials. 
under the stipulation in the offer of 
the Rosenwald Foundation that the 
administration of all funds must be 
in the hands of public school authori- 
ties. 

Dr. Duggan reported to the super- 
visors Friday that the reaction to the 
offer of the Foundation was most 
gratifying, and expressed confidence 
that the full amount of $100.000 would 
be raised in the state. The Rosen- 
wald Foundation has agreed to con- 
tribute to the extent of $50,000, on 
the one-to-two basis. 


NOVEMBER FUEL OIL 
RECEIPTS IN STATE 
TOTAL $104200171 


The November receipts from the 
tax on fuel oils were $1,022,508.95 
from gasoline and $19,492.76 from 
kerosene, it was announced Friday by 
William B. Harrison, comptroller- 
general, 

The figures given, the comptroller- 
general stated, are probably $75,000 
to $100, under what they event- 
ually will amount to when later re- 
mittances are received. The report 
this month was made; a week earlier 
than usual in order that the depart- 
ment of education might mail its 
equalization fund checks to the coun- 
ties before Christmas.

I am only wondering (and so are others) as to how the sal- 
ary of the football coach compares with the salary paid to the 
head of an academic department. Or we might go outside the 
field of education and consider how the salary of a good football 
coach compares with that of a federal judge, a major general or 
an admiral. My notion in seeking these comparisons is not that 
the salary of the football+coach should be cut, but that those of 
the .college professors, the jurists, the generals and admirals 
should be hoisted a trifle. 


The successful football coach produces tangible and obvious results— 
gate receipts. While all of them are preaching idealisms and railing 
against what the boys call sordid commercialism, the colleges are becom- 
ing more and more reconciled to receiving gate receipts. Institutions for 
the higher education become incredsingly practical. 


FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 


As an aftermath of the University of lowa’s differences with the other 
universities of the Western conference the charge is made that schedules 
in that section are made with a view of gathering the gate receipts. It 
develops that the expulsion of the University of lowa from the conference 
places that institution in an embarrassing position. It has a mortgage to 
lift from its new stadium and the falling off of gate receipts brings about 
some serious financial problems. 


When you consider that more than 80,000 persons paid a 
third of a million dollars to see the Army-Notre Dame game this 
year, and that other big games drew gate receipts in proportion, 
you will see that football brings what the boys call important 
money. It is so important that professional sports promoters 
gnash their teeth at the thought that all these profits should be 
diverted to intercollegiate football.

indeed. but it is nevertheless a fact, and some of the most conservative 
of the institutions of higher education are making concessions calculated 
to develop successful football teams. 
you can look around and pick them for yourself. 

The blatant Babbitt of the University of Kansas who resented 
the report of the Carnegie Foundation for the Investigation of 
Teaching emphasized this when he declared that the alumni of his 
alma mater would continue to aid good athletes to get college 
educations. He gathered that with a successful football team the 
total registration of the University of Kansas rapidly would reach

Outside Business Affairs 
Force Diamond Vet- 
eran To Withdraw. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 20.—(#)— 
Bill Carrigan, who piloted the Boston 
Red Sox to two world championships, 
today resigned that baseball berth for 
the second time in 13 years. He told 
President Bob Quinn, who visited him 
at his home in Lewiston, Maine, that 
he had to quit baseball or neglect his 
own affairs. 

When Quinn returned to Boston to- 
night, he: said he was not ready to 
announce Carrigan’s successor, who 
probably will be “Heinie’ Wagner, 
“Wild Bill’s” first lieutenant for many 
years. 

“After a real man to man talk with 
Carrigan,” Quinn said, “I am satis- 
fied that it would be impossible for 
him to continue to manage the Red 
Sox and at the same time give his own 
affairs the proper attention, and I am 
not selfish enough to try and prevail 
on him to remain with our club un- 
der such circumstances. I realize ful- 
ly that any man, owes more to the 
welfare of his family and his private 
business than he does to outside in- 
terests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(?)—

Hoover's law enforcement commission 
is doing, two democratic dry leaders 


served notice in the senate today that. 


efforts would be made to open its pro- 
ceedings to the public and to get an 
early report of*some sort. 

Senator Harris, of Georgia, who 
sponsored the increased dry fund ap- 
jropriation, was blocked in an attempt 
to have the senate adopt a resolution 
requesting Mr. Hoover to obtain a 
preliminary report from the commis- 
sion for use in appropriating next 
year's enforcement fund. 

A republican dry leader—Senator 
Jones, of Washington—halted consid- 
eration of this resolution. He _  ex- 
plained that he did so because he 
thought it an extraordinary proceed- 
ing for the senate to be asking the 
president for such a_ report. 

Senator Glass, of Virginia, another 
democratic dry who was the author 
of the $250,000 provision authorizing 
the law enforcement inquiry, said the 
commission was “shunting aside” the 
real purpose of congress for the ex- 
penditure of this money—an inquiry 
into prohibition. co 

Both Harris and Glass notified the 
senate that they would seek to with- 
hold funds for the continuance of the 
commission unless some manner of re- 
port was made and Harris also de- 
manded that the commission hold its 
hearings in public. 

In the first debate on the commis- 
sion in the senate, Harris struck out 
at Chairman Wickersham, declaring 
he did not “believe the prohibitionists 
are going to get any report from this 
commission to the congress if the 
chairman of the-commission and some 
others can prevent it!” 

A democratic wet leader, Senator 
Hawes, of Missouri, sometime ago de- 
manded that the commission open its 
hearings to the public and urged that 
it be required to submit an early re- 
port. 

Republicans so far have not dis- 
closed their attitude on the issue but 
the Harris resolution is still before the 
senate and promises to become an 1s- 
sue after the holiday recess. 

The Georgia dry predicted today 
that the commission did not intend to 
make a report before four years and 
said he knew of a member of the com- 
mission who had been looking for a 
home in Washington and was pre- 
pared to enter a four-year lease. 

“Every enemy of the prohibition law 
is in favor of this commission staying 
there just as they are,” said Harris, 
“Acting behind closed doors and con- 
ducting their deliberations for years. 
They expect to stay there for four 
more years and never make a report, 
and it will not do us any good. 

Senator Glass contended the com- 
mission had failed to give attention 
to the main purpose of the congres- 
sional authorization for its existence, 
investigation of prohibition enforce- 
ment.
